It is now our custom to reserve 
in advance all orders received during the winter but even so 
it may not be possible to supply the exact varieties your order 
calls for. We therefore request your permission allowing us 
to substitute intelligently with varieties in the same class,

this same situation exists with all nurseries specializing in 
roses and is due to the fact that experienced labor such as 
rose production requires has not been available during the war 
period.
